Some Tips Published in Buitain 


Upon War-time Economy 


Sufficient food for one person for a 
day can be bought for a shilling, ev- 
cn at present prices. A shilling a 
day, once or twice a week, need not 
involve a Spartan self-denial if the 
money is spent judiciously. The 
breakfast menu may be a large soup- 
plate of oatmeal porridge, two slices 
of toast with a litthe margarine, and 
a cup of cocoa, half milk and half 
water, For luncheon a pint of pack- 
et soup, costing twopence, a pound 
of potatoes, and an apple or orange. 
The last meal may include a pease- 
pudding, boiled in a cloth, with a 
lump-of margarine added, bread and 
syrup, and a pint of cocoa with a 
dash of milk. Such a dictary, on oc- 
casional days, costs no more than a 
shilling, and is sufficient nourishment 
for all persons engaged in light man- 
ual work or sedentary occupation. 

A shilling spent on dried peas, 
beans, rice, or maize provides mater- 
ial for several dishes. If any fatty 
food can be obtained, such as drip- 
ping, oil or suct, a perfectly nourish- 
ing meal can be made with one of 
the pulses as the chief part. It is 
possible to live healthily for a con- 
siderable time upon beans and fat. 
But a full diet of beans and peas 
cannot be recommended to persons 
of weak digestion. 

Maize is quite as nourishing as 
wheat and we are beginning to rec- 
ognize its high food valtie. ‘The be- 
licf that maize is indigestible is quite 
crroncous. It is more digestible 
than white wheat flour, Cornflour, 
often given invalids, is simply a pre- 
paration of maize. All kinds of 
dishes, from porridge to rissoles and 
fritters, can be prepared from maize- 
meal or flaked maize. This is prob- 
ably the most economical food that 
can be obtained at present. Maize is 
cheap, extremely nourishing, and eas- 
ilv-absorbed by the body, It is a far 
more valuable food than rice. Maize 
builds up body tissue and provides 
Its excellence as a food

The seaplanes patrolling the narrow 
waters arotind the coasts of Britain 
and France are the “eyes” which 
keep the underseas marauder under 
surveillance and are its constant ter- 
ror, ‘The speed at which the “birds” 
travel and their ability to dip at will 
to the water’s edge and cast forth 
their deadly bombs enable them to 
do splendid service in exterminating 
the Hun submarine. Even in the 
inoment ef his seeming triumph the 
barbarian is liable to destruction 
from the air, One of the ten cases 
enumerated by the admiralty in its 
matter-of-fact and unembellished re- 
cord reads as follows: 


“A seaplane saw the track of a 
torpedo which had been fired at a 
merchantinan, It dived toward the 


surface and sighted the black de. 
ow of the submarine well below 
surface. It dropped two bombs, 
which both exploded close to the 
submarine, resulting in a large quan- 
tity of oil, bubbles and wreckage.” 

The glimpse that the admiralty has 
given the public of the efficient ser- 


vice being rendered by aircraft in 
the steady destruction of German 
submarines is most encouraging. It 


illustrates how the allies are persist- 
ently overtaking and removing the 
U-boat menace, and it emphasizes 
the tremendous value of the air ser- 
vice which is not only indispensable 
to the army in land operations, but 
has become, in a very real and cffec- 
tive sense, the “eyes” of the British 
navy.—Toronto Globe.
